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I n 1915 the McLeod Building was 
built well enough to withstand a 
‘bomb blast, but today not even its 
18-inch-thick walls can protect its 
tenants from the Provincial govern- 
ment’s axe. 

The historic downtown land- 
mark, purchased by the province 
over a decade ago and now home 
to such charity, arts and communi- 
fy organizations as the Christmas 
Bureau and The Works festival, is 
up for sale. That has many of its 
tenants wondering how much long- 
er they will have a roof over their 
heads. 

Currently, the not-for-profit 
groups stationed in the building 
are given space rent-free essential- 
ly, but, as Philip Mulder, Acting 
Director of Communications for 
Alberta Public Works, explains, the 
government no longer has any use 
for the building. 

“Part of our business plan is dis- 
posing of properties suplus to our 
requirements. In terms of the gov- 
ernment’s need for space this 
bulding is no longer needed.” 

This isn’t a satisfactory explana- 
tion for Deborah Braun, executive 
director of the Alberta Motion Pic- 
ture Association. “They're saying 
what we're doing here js not vital, 
but every Albertan benefits from 
“the services these organizations 
provide. The government has a 
moral responsibility to maintain a 
certain level of arts, cultural and 
charitable programming conducive 

e quality of life Albertans want.” 

Alderman Tooker Gomberg wor- 
riés what a new owner would mean 
forcurrent tenants. “The proposed 
sale really threatens the (arts and 
non-profit) groups; being there at 
all," he says. “They are a critical 
part of the whole economy. They 
contribute enormously to the liva- 
bility of Edmonton, and it would 
be a profound loss to the down- 
town community and the city at 
if these groups are put outon 
the street.” 
If the bulding isn't sold by the 
d of 1995, the government will 
n charging the tenants rent in 
* tO recover Operating costs 
d money paid to the city for the 
operty in lieu of taxes. 
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rent in either the McLeod Building 
or an alternate location will be dev- 
astating for the tenants. 

“When you run a bare bones op- 
eration, like many of the groups 
here do, there's no surplus to plunk 
into operating costs. This will mean 
less programming, less money put 
into essential services,” says Braun. 

“I never looked at this as free 
rent, but rather as a very cost-effec- 
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tive scenario, a win-win for the 
government. The cost of operating 
the building (estimated at $300 000 
annually) is just a drop in the buck- 
et for them. All we ask is a minimum 
operating stipend in lieu of a grant. 
A minimal investment in the citi- 
zens of Albera.” 

Arts groups may be especially 
hard hit, as Braun explains, since 
their major source of funding, the 
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Alberta Foundation for the Arts, is 
currently under review by the gov- 
ernement 

“They're hitting us on both sides,” 
she explains, “threatening to cut us 
off cold turkey.” 

One group, the Alberta Craft 
Council, has already shut down

This is a good reference book 
with a handy glossary of terms and 
index.

Castrated males 


It’s interesting reading. For ex 
ample, the book explains that the 
world’s first singing superstars wer 
eunuchs, castrated males — castra- 
ti, as they say in Italian 
Prepubescent male singers wer 
castrated in the 17th, 18th, and 
19th centuries so that they would 
continue to sing with clear, high 
voices. Now that's absolute dedica- 
tion. 

The first official record of a eu- 
nuch singer being on payroll was in 
1599 at the Sistine Chapel in Rome 
In 1780 this city was said to have 
over 200 castrati employed at ca- 
thedrals. The last eunuch retired 
from the Sistine Chapel in 1913 


Singing abilities 


Castrati sang not only in church 
settings, but in the new 17th and 
18th musical forms: the opera. Like 
a neutered tomcat, the castrato’s 
chest grew toa large size, enabling 
the singer to have unusual lung 
and diaphragm control and, there- 
fore, great vocal power and control 
Castrati were greatly adored on and 
off stage for their great singing abil- 
ities. 

Women were forbidden from 
singing in the church at this point 
It was not considered decent for 
females to perform in public 
throughout much of this period. 

The struggles and triumphs of 
the great composers also makes fas- 
cinating reading. Johann Sebastian 
Bach, for example, was thrown in 
jail by the Duke of Weimar in 1716 
because he feared Bach would out- 
shine Telemann, the musical — 
director at his court. The duke es- 
sentially wanted to keep Bach out — 
of the local labor market fora while 

Another astonishing thing about 
Bach was the way he was able to 
compose some of the world’s fines‘ 
music with children “constantly

Two magazine articles 
she had written led her to write her first book Ghost Stories 
Of Alberta (a national best seller). She enjoys the writing 
process and relishes the teasure hunts she finds herself on 
when doing research. Being well-versed in Canadian history 
has helped her to find story ideas, but she is always on the 
look out for more,

I 1979, Graham Rosher decided 
to help a friend. The favor was a 
little out of the ordinary.

His friend, an exotic dancer, 
wanted to have her nipples pierced. 
Rosher, an ex-biology teacher, was 
confident he could do the work, 
but knew he would have to bone 
up on some piercing material 

“After reading some material, we 
decided to do it. It was successful 
They're still in, both of them,” re- 
calls Rosher. He is now considered 
Edmonton's first and some would 
say, most expert body piercer. 

Rosher has completed almost 
every type of piercing. He has done 
ears, tongues, noses, eyebrows, 
nipples, navels, vulvas, clitoral 
hoods, the clitoris, the base of a 
woman's genitals, Prince Alberts 
(piercing is through the urethra at 
the base of the penis head), gisches 
(piercing the web of flesh between 
the scrotum and anus) and ampal- 
langs. 

Like tattooing, body piercing has 
become mainstream. Teenage girls 
are sporting navel rings. All types 
of men and women are getting their 
nipples pierced. Noone even looks 
twice when they do see an eyebrow 
ring or a nose cing dangling froma 
stranger on the street.

Rosher explains the first step in 
preparing for a piercing involves 
getting the skin as clean as possi- 
ble. Next, positioning the piercing 
is very important. An expert pierc- 
er will then mark the precise spot 
with a permanent marker. 


Surgical scrub 


Now the area is treated with a 
surgical scrub. The skin is clamped 
with forceps to make the areamore 
accessible for the piercer. Then the 
piercer takes a needle which is 
slightly larger than the jewelery to 
be inserted, and rapidly pushes the 
needle through to a cork on the 
other side. 

The jewelery is then usedto-push 
out the needle. “You don’t want to 
loose the hole on the other side,” 
says Rosher. He then explains it’s 
up to the client to take reasonable 
care to prevent infections. 

Rosher admits pain is a genuine 
concern for his clients. He stresses 
the fact the pain is very short lasting 
Once a piercer becomes experi- 
enced, he or she can minimize the 
pain so it is negligible.

atitude 53 is one of a network 

of artist-run exhibition spaces 
known as “parallel galleries.” 

These galleries came into being 
about 20 years ago in response to 
a new Canada Council granting sys- 
tem that was designed to provide 
operating funding to exhibition 
spaces showing art that was deemed 
to be “alternative,” or outside of the 
mainstream of art production in the 
country. 

In the years since, funding to 
the parallel galleries has increased 
and their numbers have multiplied 
to the point where virtually every 
major city in the country has at least 
one or two. 

At the same time, the “alterna- 
tive” character that used to 
distinguish their programming has 
diminished as the mainstream pub- 
lic art museums have focused more 
and more on showing the type of 
eclectic, idea-based art that at one 
time was the primary domain of the 
parallel galleries. 

Art that talks about ideas and 
associations of ideas is very much 
the norm these days, and an exhi- 
bition currently on view at the 
Latitude 53 Gallery provides a snap- 
shot idea of what much of the 
mainstream art production in the 
country is all about. 


Exchange exhibition 
The show, titled Denx Villes/Two 


Cities is one-half of an exchange 
exhibition organized in partnership 
with Optica, an artist-run gallery in

By 1988, 
they were selling out gigs in their home town 
and had set out on their first tour of western 
Canada. 

Fast forward to 1991. By this time their 
debut record, Up to Here, had sold 400,000 
copies worldwide, and their second on- 
slaught, Road Apples, was on the verge of 
doing even better sales-wise than their first 
offering.

I've 
never enjoyed that position and I have tried 
to shun it and push it aside at every oppor- 
tunity. I'd much rather be a musician than a 
rock star.” 

But there's no denying that Downie’s stage 
presence — raw and gritty, sometimes re- 
deeming and grisly — is parallel to The 
Tragically Hip’s sound. It’s aggressive, low- 
maintenance rock music in its purest form. 

When handed with an image of someone 
sitting in front of a stereo, headphones on, 
rocking back and forth listening to a Tragi- 
cally Hip CD, sweating out frustrations to 
the climactic point where they feel an in- 
credible desire to put their fist through a 
wall, Downie is pleased. He wants their music 
to have that effect. And he doesn’t want to 
give anything less when he is on stage.

If Ralph Klein suddenly started to yell 
out obscenities, loudly accuse dissent- 
ers of subversion, and force himself on 
the nearest woman, what would hap- 
pen? This being Alberta, we'd prob- 
ably re-elect him. Since The Madness 
of King George takes place in the Eng- 
land of 1788, they take immediate and 
extreme measures to hush thé whole 
thing up.

His wife, Queen Charlotte (Helen 
Mirren), is distressed. His first-born 
son, the Prince of Wales (Rupert 
Everett), is ambitious. His doctors (lots 
of British actors) are confused. His 
Prime Minister, Mr. Pitt (julian 
Wadham), is diplomatic. ( His serv- 
ants, led by Captain Grenville (Rupert 
Graves), are mostly sympathetic — 
except for the ones that have to empty 
his piss-pan. 

Eventually, the only person that can 
cure Uncle Georgie is one of England’s 
first psychotherapists — heavy on the 
psycho — Dr. Willis (lan Holm, at his 
clipped, wooden best) 

Nigel Hawthorne is perfect in his 
role, unsurprisingly, since he’s played 
it on stage for years, as has practically 
everyone else in the cast. Helen 
Mirren’s accent is a little unconvinc- 
ing, but she’s so good that you don’t 
really care. 

The reserved characters are genu- 
inely reserved (especially Julian 
Wadham) and the slimy ones are genu- 
inely slimy. No one does slime better 
than the Brits. 

No one does dark humor better, 
either. There are some wicked slashes 
at “those damned rebellious colo- 
nists” (i.e. citizens of the United 
States) and a doctor who is obsessed 
with the King’s stools. There are 
jokes on Shakespeare's King Lear and 
on the importance of remaining a 
“model family:" King George Ill, with 
1S children, is described as being the 
only monarch not to have carried on 
outside his marriage. 

As you can probably tell, you needa 
university degree in history and Eng- 
lish to get many of the jokes. When 
one of the King's supporters visits him 
while he is being treated, he finds the 
King reading King Lear out loud. “King 
Lear? ls that wise?” he asks Dr. Willis. 
“| didn't know what it was about,” 
hisses the doctor. Get it?

Despite all the humor, one would 
be hard-pressed to describe Madness 
as a comedy — because it’s not. This 
movie is a tragedy; it is light tragedy, 
to be sure, but the sequences in which 
they attempt to cure the king are ago- 
nizing to watch.

CARO DIARIO

Dear Diary: 

Today | saw a film called Caro Diario 
by the Italian director Nani Moretti. This 
film won Best Director at last year's 
Cannes Film Festival. All the film trade 
magazines talked about Moretti like he 
was some kind of well-known filmmaker, 
and for quite a while | thought that this 
was the new film from the guy who 
made Johnny Stecchino, but that was 
Roberto Benini, wasn't it? 

So | hear that this Moretti has made 
like eight films; directing, writing and 
starring in all of them. He mixes slap- 
stick comedy and intellectual debate - 
kind of an Italian Woody Allen. How- 
ever, despite numerous awards, none of 
his films have ever been released in 
North America... until now. 

Caro Diario is divided into three seg- 
ments. The first, “On My Vespa,” fol- 
lows Moretti around Rome as he rides 
his Vespa motorscooter. In his travels 
he drops by many movie theatres, nags 
at complete strangers, and stops actress 
Jennifer Beals in the street to tell her 
how much he loved her movie Flashdance. 
Although sometimes humourous, much 
of “On My Vespa” reminded me of those 
annoying “Your Home Town” shows that 
CFRN runs all night long. Admittedly, 
Rome is a lot more interesting to look 
at than Red Rocks, Manitoba. 

Segment two, “Islands,” is a travelogue 
of Italian islands visited by Moretti and 
his pal Gerardo, a professor of litera- 
ture specializing in Joyce’s Ulysses and 
the American soap opera “The Bold and 
The Beautiful.” Each island has its own 
unique characteristics personally dem- 
onstrated by the people who greet and 
act as tour guides for our hapless travel- 
fers, who are really only seeking a quiet 
place to work on writing a film script. 
“Islands” is filled with whimsical inter- 
ludes, such as the difficulty of using tel- 
ephones for communication on an is- 
land that: favours ‘children, and Moretti 
and Gerardo harrassing American tour- 
ists about the latest scoop on soap op- 
eras while standing amidst the desolate 
grandeur of an active volcano. 

The final segment, “Doctors,” is the 
most personal and harrowing. In it 
Moretti recounts his experience in try- 
ing to diagnose and alleviate an inces- 
sant itch on his arms and legs. After 
visiting every dermatologist in Rome, 
Moretti only managed to accumulate a 
well-stocked pharmacy's worth of creams 
and pills, but no solution to his ailment. 
He seeks out allergists, massage thera- 
pists, and acupuncturists to no avail.

Director 
Roger Christian cut his teeth as an art 
director for Ken Russell and Ridley Scott, 
and won an Academy Award for his 
duties as set decorator for Star Wars 
The highlights of this film are the visual 
depictions of Nostradamus’ visions, par- 
ticularly a scene in which his horse- 
drawn carriage travels through a Warld 
War Two battle scene.

A‘ Bergmann has always been 
the forgotten man. He’s been a 
recording artist since the ‘70s with 
the Young Canadians (remember 
“Hawaii,” anyone?), and can be said 
to have been one of Canada’s orig- 
inal discoveries during the heady 
explosion of, you know, the New 
Wave thing. He was a member of 
Los Popularos, and once fronted a 
group known as Art Bergmann and 
Poisoned (whieh should never be 
mistakerfor Brett Michael’s tanned 
n’ shampooed lite-metal act) 

Howeyer, while Joey Keithley, Ste- 
ve Leckie and others share the retro 
grimelight as CanPunk pioneers, 
Bergmann, 40, has spent decades 
dwelling in relative obscurity. De- 
spite his work (including three 
impressive solo albums) and a pas- 
sionate cult following from coast to 
coast, outside of his home base in 
Vancouver, the guy can’t get arrest- 
ed. Unless you've been hipped, it's 
always the same: “Art who?” 

A lot of this has to do with Berg- 
mann’s own renowned reputation 
for inconsistency. He simply self- 
destructs once ina while. And when 
that happens, he disappears. Well- 
documented bouts with substance 
abuse have derailed more than one 
“real live kick at the can” in the past, 
subsequently branding Bergmann 
in many circles as a bad risk (one 
story from Bergmann’s chequered 
past has him leaving a Toronto re- 
cording studio “to get some 
cigarettes,” only to turn up four 
hours later roaming Hastings Street 
in Vancouver, lookin’ to score). 

Yet, as career threatening as it 
can be (and has in fact been), this 
very same character flaw is also in- 
trinsically tied to Bergmann’s 
intense, experience-driven song- 
writing. 

Musically, he’s a product of a 
strange cross between “serious” 
music lessons as a child (piano, 
then third clarinet) and later, ex- 
posure to his older brothers’ rebel 
attitudes and greaser taste for the 
music of rockers like Gene Vincent 


and Eddie Cochrane. As a person, | 





er — the contrast between his 
eminently hummable pop and his 
vivid lyrical descriptions of seedy, 
amoral, desperate behavior. Berg- 
mann could write music for the likes 
of Michael Bolton, but his lyrics are 
indelibly influenced by what he’s 
seen goin’ down. The album, titled 
What Fresh Hell Is This?, continues 
the Bergmann tradition of combin- 
ing legitimate top 10 hit melodies 
with raw lyrical observations on the 
state of life at the Bottom Of The 
Barrel. Underneath the hooks, 
Bergmann’s thematic obsession 
with human frailty is almost never 
sentimental, and during the excur- 
sion, he is much more likely to pick 
at a wound than bandage it. 


Lurid cuts 


A quick run-through of some of 
the more lurid cuts is more than 
enough to convince us that, ubbh, 
hey, that’s alright, maybe we don't 
really want to walk on the wild side, 
after all. Things get ugly real fast. 
Or, as the opening line from the 
album puts it, “There are no abso- 
lutes to human misery; things can 
get worse.” 

Frequently, the characters in 
Bergmann’s songs have little or no 
chance of redemption, even in their 
own minds, and then of course you 
quickly realize that there are no 
“characters” in a typical Art Berg- 
mann song. They're really out there. 
in the meantime, while that’s sink- 
ing in, you notice your toe tapping 
to the music... 

In his own words, Bergmann says 
the album itself “happened totally 
by accident. I went up to do this 
Neil Young tribute album with One 
Free Fall,” he begins, and then, as 
is his frequent wont, ignores the 
topic entirely, spontaneously break- 
ing into a full chorus from the tune 
in question, and only afterwards 
continuing. 

“It was like a duet with Dolly 
Parton or something, and then 


somebody said, ‘Give him another - 


day; let’s see what he's got’ and I 


did ‘Beatles In id Meo ‘Anoth- |

perfection. However, for all the 
things Art Bergmann is not, as a 
songwriter, he is self-effacingly 
honest. Who else’s album would 
link two tracks with a recorded 
phone message of himself telling 
the band that he would be missing 
yet another day of rehearsal because 
he wasn’t out of detox yet? 

When told that a lot of his work 
seemed to be about being trapped 
inside a body, Bergmann seemed 
genuinely surprised. His response 
only seemed to back up this im- 
pression: “That reminds me of a 
great story of a friend of mine who 
went to the hospital and in the 
middle of the night he got moved 
to another room with this other guy: 
The guy went nuts and my friend 
was calling the nurse, and they had 
to tie the guy down. In the middle 
of the night, the guy goes, ‘Hey, 
Spence... Untie me ... untie me ... 
just one band....’ | thought that was 
so wild, ‘cause you know what he 
thinks, right? ‘Just one hand" and 
then you could set yourself free.” 


Awesome band 


True, Art Bergmann is the same 
guy who played that memorably 
gawd-awful solo set at the Dinwood- 
ie on the Big Bad and Groovy Tour 
in "93, but then again, to call his lat- 
est local visit to E-town (Nov. 10 at 
Ike & Iggy’s) anything less than ab- 
solutely riveting was to be deaf, 
drunk, stupid, or all three, ‘nuff said. 

This year sees Bergmann front- 
ing another awesome band, signed 
to a new label (Sony), and packing 
a fresh album in tow, no less. If the 
label already knows that Bergmann 
is erratic, they also know he’s 
shown flashes of brilliance, and 
seem to think he’s earned another 
grab at the brass ring. 

Art Bergmann appears both as 
complex as his music and as 
straightforward, too: “You |

t's bad enough for a band to re

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- Revenge of the prodigal sons — 








i f somebody were to write a book 
about the bumps on the road to 
a career in Canadian pop music, 
they could devote an entire chap- 
ter to the exploits of an under-rated 
Vancouver four-piece consisting of 
a one-time military brat and three 
guys named Don. It’s enough to 
drive a guy to drink. 

Vancouver's Sons of Freedom 
were always one of the archetypal 
“critic's bands.” Their self-titled 
1988 debut album on Slash brought 
them passionate endorsements by 
everyone from Robert Plant to 
Motley Crue’s Tommy Lee, a slew 
of press clippings raving over their 
live shows, and a devoted core fol- 
lowing of fans who couldn’t get 
enough of the band’s tough, gritty, 
groovy brand of hard rock.

‘with computers and samplers, while 
two-of.the three Dons surprised 
everyone by joining Black Eyed 
Buddha, fronted by Canada’s reign- 
ing Metal Queen, vocalist Lee 
Aaron. Bassist Binns and drummer 
Short played on Aaron’s album, 
then toured, then the group lost 
their guitarist. 

The third Don (Harrison) filled 
in for a while, but soon Aaron was 
off to try other things. With a book- 
ing to fulfill and no singer, it was 
suggested that Newton “fill in,” and 
the gig turned into a one-off reun- 
ion, since Newton “couldn’t think 
of a reason not to do it.” 

Soon the Sons were back in the 
public eye, sharing the billing with 
people like I Mother Earth and 
Vancouver's Pure. Response was 
su biz types saw dollar signs, 
a ball was rolling again.

(Badlands, Days of Heaven) to take 
over. I'm a big fan of his. He told me 
that I could do it, and was very sup- 
portive. I ended up directing the 
movie — Cheech was helpful too — 
but it’s Adler that got credit. His 
movie career didn’t get very far after 
that movie.” 

Chong describes his split with his 
long-time partner and friend, 
Marin, as amiable. “He felt the dope 
thing was over. I though it was such 
a big part of the act. To change it 
would be like changing the menu 
at your favorite restaurant.” 

Even if Chong had flopped as a 
comedian, he was to change the 
face of pop music in an almost in- 
cidental way (apart from once 
jamming with Jimi Hendrix). 

“I was in a group called Bobby 
Taylor and the Vancouvers. In 1967, 
we cut a record for Motown: "Does 
Your Mamma Know About Me?"

He 
played a bartender in a scene that 
Tarantino acts in. According to 
Cheech, Tarantino is a walking en- 
cyclopedia of Cheech and Chong 
Turns out he’s a big fan, which is 
mutual. I want him to direct my 
next film.”

After being unceremoniously dumped 
from Polygram, it seemed as though Art 
Bergmann’s musical career had run up on 
the rocks for the last time. It’s too bad 
that the label didn't see fit to promote 
Bergmann’s self-titled 1993 LP with as 
much effort as they put into marketing, 
you know, real artists making statements, 
like, say, Slik Toxik. Granted, his appear- 
ance on a multi-bill tour that same year 
was actually such a non-event you kind of 
figured that the bean counters would 
have to win out. “Uh, Art, can we talk?” 
Luckily, someone like Sony realized that 
Bergmann has still got a lot of music left 
in him, and even luckier, Bergmann real- 
ized it too. | kinda hope he gets to rub it 
in Polygram’s collective face. 

Of course, you get so much more 
than music with an Art Bergmann al- 
bum. You get a whole little universe full 
of desperate characters, all struggling to 
figure out why the hell they're here in 
the first place and how to stop doing the 
wrong thing about it. And of course, 
every one of them is Art Bergmann. 
From the opening cut, Bergmann lays 
bare his tortured psyche, seemingly us- 
ing his own album to come to terms 
with some of the ghosts that haunt his 
head: as the lurching tempo quickens, 
like a huge machine, Bergmann's ragged 
internal dialogue, twisted with cynicism, 
gives way to a slightly wistful singalong 
admission that he “Just wanted to be 
good, like the Beatles in Hollywood.”

Using his keen ear for pop hooks 
and his wry, unsentimental wit, 
Bergmann’s songs are like changelings,

It's 
as if the staff at Power 92 would have 
picked their favorite Boston tunes 
There's no diversity — and it’s all stuff 
that’s available on other releases. 

Sure, some of the songs have always 
stood out as great (Sebadoh’s “The 
Freed Pig” and Buffalo Tom's “Crutch”) 
but you get the feeling this comp was 
put together to push other releases by 
these artists, not as a true tribute, and 
that’s a shame. 

If you want to hear the magic of the 
Fort, pick up Buffalo Tom's first album 
or the Pixies’ Come Qn Pilgrim. Because 
this compilation, by its lack of diversity, 
sterilizes a lot of good songs.
